This situation is, perhaps, inevitable. No 
teacher expects a hundred per-cent results 
from school training, nor expects that school 
standards of taste are the only basis of 
judgment, but it is certain that those who 
really love the best in art, music or liter- 
ature should wish to continue their efforts, 
not only to train children to the best but, to 
such extent as is possible, to make it more 
and more likely that such standards will 
have continuing value in the new homes 
that are built up. 

Those who are book interested have long 
ago recognized this responsibility, and the 
Children’s Book Week is a definite effort 
to develop the practice of building good 
home libraries so that the selective taste in 
books will grow and not be completely atro- 
phied after school graduation. While real- 
izing that a week of emphasis on this is only 
a week of special interest, it has been found 
a practical method of working for a real 
objective. 

Other groups have arrived at similar 
methods for obtaining continuing interest in 
art and music. A plan for promoting home 
music has been very carefully developed, 
and next spring, May 4th-1oth, there will 
be National Music Week, the outgrowth of 
local Music Weeks in which over 150 com- 
munities took part last year. This national 
effort is headed by a committee that in- 
cludes Otto H. Kahn as chairman, and C. 
M. Tremaine, director of the National Bu- 
reau for the Advancement of Music, who 
serves as executive secretary, with head- 
quarters at 105 West 4oth Street, New 
York. 

During the past week, there has been 
countrywide emphasis on the importance of 
better pictures in the modern homes. Mu- 
seums, galleries, print firms, artists and 
decorators have cooperated in plans to cre- 
ate a wider appreciation of what good pic- 
tures can do in the home, and this effort 
seems likely to lead to even wider plans 
during the coming years. _ 

The similarity of the origin and purposes 
of these movements is significant, and a 
common effort to see that the country’s best 
knowledge and taste shall be given every- 
day application in the home is a movement 
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that the country can be applauded for em- 
phasising. 

Our country has art teaching in its 
schools and fine art in its galleries. It will 
be giving an even greater tribute to the 
artist when it also has the best of art in the 
home. We have the best music taught in its 
schools, and opera, concert and good choral 
work in innumerable communities. It will 
be carrying music to a place of even more 
fundamental importance when it has the 
best music continuously in our homes We 
pay tribute to the best of literature in all 
our teaching in the schools and by gather- 
ing monumental libraries and private col-- 
lections we will be paying more tribute to 
the author and to books when there are book 
collections, intelligently selected, in every 
home in the country.

Woll Says Uproot Censorship 


ATTHEW WOLL, vice president of 

the Federation of Labor and well 
known in the publishing field because of his 
handling of the printing interests in connec- 
tion with tariff and copyright, addressed 
the tenth annual meeting of the Labor 
Press at the A. F. L. Convention at Port- 
land, Ore., on the subject of censorship. 
He said in part: 

“We are fast approaching the older Euro- 
pean methods of repression. Slowly, but 
surely, freedom of speech and of the press 
and assemblage are being converted into 
mere licenses, subject: to such condition 
and restrictions as may be imposed by 4 
political board of censorship. 

“This form of repression and censorship 
has found a most fertile field in the exhibit- 
ing of motion pictures. Many good people 
are misguided into favoring this form 0! 
repression because of their desire to protect 
the morals of the people, particularly the 
youth of the land. Unfortunately, ™ 
furthering this form of repression and 
licensing this method of expression, 4 
greater and more dangerous evil is being 
created. Little attention is given the tact, 
based on the world’s experience, that 
regulation of morals by the state has eve? 
been a complete failure. 

“The thing to do is to uproot the idea 
of censorship in any and all forms trom 
our American soil.” 
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XFORD without bookshops is as in- 

conceivable as Venice without gon- 

dolas. Not its countless churches, 
which inevitably impart an air of ecclesi- 
asticism to the town, nor even the great 
University itself, are more integral parts 
of Oxford than are these bookshops. They 
emphasize its spirit of tranquil antiquity and 
mellow scholarship, contributing to its in- 
‘ellectual, unworldly atmosphere far more 
than do the students themselves, who are 
principally engaged, it would seem, in the 
pursuit of pleasure rather than in the pur- 
suit of wisdom! 

In all there are about a dozen of real im- 
yortance—shops that do a consistent steady 
business, not dependent on “publicity” or 
jemand for the current “best seller.” There 
is practically no advertising done, and 
rivalry among firms is not in the least acute. 
This is not only because there is enough 
activity in selling for each to participate, 
but also because money is not scrambled for 
and venerated as it is in the United States. 
There is far less tension and strife in the 
merchandising of books, and competition is 
less hectic as a result. Besides, each shop, 
however comprehensive its stock, has a 
slightly different purpose and aim from the 
others. Thus tho there is duplication there 
is also more or less specialization. Almost 
all carry many second-hand books, and two 
have no new books at all. Almost all supply 
rare editions and foreign works, and one 
makes an especial point of “out-of-print” 
volumes. 

lt is a delightful experience to wander in- 
to a bookshop ‘where the psychology of 
salesmanship seems not to have been heard 
ot, and no attempt is made to compel you to 
buy a book you don’t want. There are none 
of these smart young salesmen, so typically 
a product of commercial America, who 
dreezily accost you with “Something in 
vooks?” and when you inquire for “The 
Golden Bowl” disappear neatly to return in 
4 lew moments with the latest manual on 
pottery. Instead, there is ample opportunity 
to “look around” as long as you like with- 
out unwelcome interruption. 

(he largest number of purchasers are, 
naturally enough, members of the Uni- 
versity, and every morning, after. their lei- 
‘urely breakfast in college, many students

not only invaded, but substantially patron- 
ized. Besides heavy demand for textbooks, 
there is a lively interest in the acquisition 
of “first editions” of contemporary classics, 
just as there is over here. Competition be- 
comes acute, as in the case of Doncaster of 
Balliol and Gordon of Trinity, for instance. 
It happens that they have “gone in for” 
Masefield. One day when they had been. 
notified by the same post that a certain 
volume, long desired by each, had at last 
found its way to Blackwell’s, they raced 
each other to the goal with such violence as 
to collide outside the door, almost upsetting 
a diffident pedestrian who turned out to be 
Mr. Masefield himself. When informed of 
tne reason for this perilous encounter he 
said that he preferred to attribute it to the 
ebullience of youth in spring. 

Collecting, however, is by no means lim- 
ited to modern “firsts.” The ancient 
classics, Greek and Latin, both in the orig- 
inal and translation, are by no means ig- 
nored. As one don remarked, “They do not 
need to be rescued from oblivion for they 
have never been consigned there.” In a 
single month one store sold eighty copies 
of the “Greek Anthology,” nor was this in- 
cident the result of an assignment or “pre- 
scribed reading” for any course. The Vic- 
torians are still going strong, both with re- 
spect to their poetry and novels. Some- 
times they prove so irresisitble that they are 
stolen. This seems unbelievable, for dis- 
honesty is hard to reconcile with dwellers 
of such a peaceful spot, but temptation is, 
on the other hand, sharpened by the ease 
with which the disappearance of a book 
can be achieved. There are no watchers at 
the threshold, as it were. It happened that 
one busy noon a proprietor himself did 
chance to observe an obviously impover- 
ished youth take from a shelf the first of a 
two-volume work of Epicurean philosophy, 
and with unobtrusive nonchalance walk out. 
Instantly the second volume was snatched 
up by the involuntary detective, who hastily 
followed the delinquent into the street and, 
overtaking him, held it out invitingly. 
“Each is useless without the other,” he ex- 
plained. Of course, both volumes were 
soon replaced on their shelf, and the dis- 
comfited young man was not seen in that 
shop again. 

Another episode of thievery concerns a 
beautiful edition of Swinburne, conspicu- 
ously placed, and greatly admired for its 
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unusually sumptuous binding. One day a 
clerk called his chief’s attention to an omni- 
ous gap in the set, between the fourth and 
sixth volumes. As it could not be accounted 
for in any possible way, an advertisement 
was inserted in one of the university period- 
icals to the effect that if the person who had 
“inadvertently” taken the missing book 
away with him, would kindly send his name 
and address to the manager of the shop the 
rest of the set would be gratuitously de- 
livered, since, incomplete, it was without 
value. Again, the outcome was satisfactory 
_ from the manager’s point-of-view, but it is 
safe to say that in America another course 
of action would have been used. 

New fiction is, with hardly an exception, 
not an important factor in bookselling at 
Oxford. For one thing, few people have 
money to spend for recent novels and a com- 
paratively small proportion cares to read 
them. They are procurable by subscribers 
to the Times Book Club from its excellent 
collection housed in the most important de- 
partment store in the town, and a few are 
bought by the public library. But their 
popularity is not great until their merit 
has been established after several months 
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following publication. It is interestins +... 
American fiction is eagerly approved. wae 
ticularly the novels of Winston Churchil 
and Mary Johnston. Historical storie: 
seem to be more in demand in England gen. 
erally than here. me 

The men who direct the destinies of book. 
shops in Oxford—whether owners or pro. 
prietors—are invariably book lovers, ojten 
scholars and occasionally publishers them. 
selves. The Clarendon Press, for example 
sells only books bearing its own imorin; 
Blackwell’s has issued an impressive is 
of volumes from its press, and Mowbray. 
specialist in religious books, has also py}. 
lished. All the men with responsible posi- 
tions are unusually intelligent about their 
wares. They have often a surprising 
amount of bibliographical information 2t 
their tongue’s end, but they never force it 
upon a prospective buyer. Their courtesy, 
as well as the careful arrangement of stock, 
which permits the ready withdrawal of any 
volume in it, are strongly contributive to 
the very real attractions which Oxford 
bookshops possess. It is not simply that 
they are picturesque, but that they are 
“efficiently” conducted.

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A Notable Literary Program 
Women’s Clubs Outline the Sort of Books They Want 


HE General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, with its. nearly 3,000,000 mem- 
bers, has issued an exceptionally inter- 

esting and carefully developed program of 
literary and book interest for the coming 
season. This organization has a department 
of fine arts and in this department a special 
division of literature, of which Mrs. L. A. 
Miller, of Colorado Springs, is the chair- 
man. This committee, under date of Octo- 
ber Ist, has sent out to every state chair- 
man a description of the proposed activities 
for the season, which includes a new state- 
ment of the general attitude of the Federa- 
tion toward books, concrete suggestions for 
club activities and the announcement of two 
contests, the second one of which, having 
to do with the women’s needs and demands 
in the book field, is of special importance 
to the book-trade and publishing world. The 
program is as follows: 

With autumn days club activities are be- 
ing resumed and plans made for the coming 
year. What are we going to do to further 


interest in literature among the clubs? 

I am gratified that so many of the former 
chairmen are to continue the work and com- 
plete plans already well begun, but for the 
benefit of those newly-elected let us review 





the plans for last year which will carry 
over for the biennial period. The following 
policy was announced in the official letter 
of December, 1922: 

“It shall be the aim of this division to ¢- 
courage the production of a greater American 
literature by reading and buying the best Amer- 
ican books, to further appreciation of the el- 
during and universal qualities of literature, 
to discriminate between the clever and popular 
bit of realism which leaves us cynical and be- 
wildered and the great book which opeus 4 
window upon the sky. . 

“We ask of books that they bring us 4 
honest interpretation of life, that they answt 
problems presented, that they sustain the 
ideals of our country, and that they strengthen 
our courage, our faith in God and hope fo 
man.” 

How many of our best sellers can quality 
as enduring literature under such an acid 
test?

i. America. There is no danger of mental 
anemia in the process; in two years we 
should still stand upon the threshold of the 
world’s great archives of truth and beauty. 
Let us remember that when we buy an un- 
worthy book we make possible the printing 
of another atrocity. We are not altogether 
blameless for the worthless books are among 
the best sellers and we have large purchas- 
ing power. As club women we need to 
cultivate discrimination, to form independ- 
ent opinions about the books we read, un- 
governed by popular comment. 

Will you bear this message of personal 
responsibility to the clubs of your state the 
coming year? 

The concrete service outlined for chair- 
men last year will be continued: 


Poetry 


Encourage appreciation of poetry. If full 
programs cannot be arranged, urge the clubs 
to give place to the reading of poems as 
they do to music. Some states hold a 
“Poetry Feast” during the convention where 
state writers are featured. Encourage cre- 
ation by state contests. Urge participation 
in the G. F. W. C. contest which will be 
repeated the coming year. An outline cov- 
ering three years study of poetry is avail- 
adie, 

Drama 

Encourage the production of plays. Ob- 
serve National Drama Week in January. A 
supply of outlines covering two years’ study 
has been sent to last year’s chairmen and 
placed at headquarters. 


Fiction 
Insist upon wholesome fiction. Do not 
advertise bad books by reviewing them. 
New bulletin upon the short story may be 
had from headquarters. 


Folk-lore and Pageantry 
Club women may help to preserve the 
vanishing folk-lore of America. By pag- 
eantry they may visualize state and national 
‘story. This division is challenged to write 
‘number of good Armistice Pageants. They 
are needed. Mrs. Sherman wants a good 

garden pageant for Garden Week.

ROMINENT on the program of this 

conference, which took place at San- 

tiago, Chile, between March 25th and 
May 3rd, 1923, was the consideration, from 
the point of view of their execution and 
application, of previous agreements and 
resolutions and particularly of treaties rela- 
tive to trade-marks and literary and artistic 
oroperty, signed at Buenos Ayres, August 
20th, 1910 (August 11th in the case of the 
second of these agreements). The result of 
the investigation in regard to the latter was 
deceptive and insignificant if we may judge 
by the general account of it given in the 
August number of the Pan-American 
Union’s Bulletin about the fifth session at 
Santiago. Considering that among the four 
agreements signed by this conference there 
was a new corrected edition of that relative 

) trade-marks, the literary agreement of 
igio was left noticeably untouched, except 
for the fact that the conference consented 
to devote one of its 73 resolutions to inter- 
national copyright ; this resolution, proposed 
by the United States delegation, was as fol- 
1OWS: 

“The fifth international conference of 
American States decides to recommend to 
the governments that were signers of the 
1910 Buenos Ayres agreement about literary 
and artistic property, whether they have or 
ave not ratified it, to insert in their do- 
mestic legislation provisions on the follow- 
Ing points: 


I. Measures necessary for registration in 
the respective office of each country, copy- 
rights and appropriate publicity given to 
these rights in order that merchants and 
other interested persons may recognize 
these inscriptions at the registry and protec- 
tion be given to the works of foreigners un- 
der the local laws. 


2. Adoption of an efficacious legal pro- 
cedure intended to obtain a suitable settle- 
ment in the case of violation of the rights 
ot an author whose works shall have been 
regularly registered. 


_ 3: Extension, in each of the different 
a of a real protection given to the 
olders of copyright by virtue of inter- 
national arrangements, laws, etc., with the 
Purpose of preventing importation and sale 
ot unauthorised editions” 

This resolution is hardly clear. We shall 


not lay stress upon the fact that the Berne 
Union has developed to the point of com- 
plete freedom from conditions and formal- 
ities, but we shall point out that Art. 3 of 
the Buenos Ayres Convention of 1910 did, 
at least, adopt on this point the former 
system of the primitive Berne Convention of 
1886 (compliance with formalities in the 
country of origin only) in the following 
staternent: “The recognition of the right of 
ownership obtained in a state, in conformity 
with its laws, will hold, legally, in all the 
others, without the observance of any other 
formalities, provided there appear in the 
work some mention of the fact that it is 
copyright. 

Do paragraphs 1 and 2 above mean a 
step backward, and are they to be under- 
stood as requiring registration of foreign 
authors’ works in each country? We re- 
fuse to believe this, but all this formality 
and referring back to internal laws augurs 
ill, and puts off the moment of universal 
adoption of the Berne Convention instead of 
bringing it nearer as the celebrated Argen- 
tine jurist, Mr. Zeballos, desired. His criti- 
cisms of the Buenos Ayres Convention of 
1910 have kept their value; they will be 
found mentioned in a study of ours pub- 
lished in 1911, a study to which is joined 
a synoptic table of the convention based 
on the text of that of Buenos Ayres above- 
mentioned. 

The indifference shown in the “resolu- 
tion” as to the ratification or non-ratifica- 
tion of this last convention appears strange, 
to say the least.

pane Government bureaus have published 
eight months’ figures on American ex- 
ports, showing that our trade with Latin- 
America has been very rapidly increasing 
during the past year. Both imports and ex- 
ports have increased, and the increase of 
the former undoubtedly gives impulse to 
an increase in the latter by adding to the 
purchasing power of those countries. This 
is a field that the American publishers have 
been slowly entering, first thru an increase 
of educational, medical and technical books. 
As the area of book users increases, exports 
of books in that direction will undoubtedly 


take on increased activity. 








Obituary 


HARRIS W. BAKER 


Harris W. Baker, vice-president and 
sales manager of G. & C. Merriam Com- 
pany, of Springfield, Mass., died in his sleep 


on October 8th at his home. Mr. Baker 
was a native of St. Louis, a graduate of 
Yale, fifty-four years of age; the son of O. 
M. Baker, for many years president of the 
company, and younger brother of Asa 5%. 
3aker, now president of the corporation. 
Harris Baker has been connected with the 
business since his graduation, and was one 
of the best known bookmen in the country, 
as he has traveled into every district, mak- 
ing arrangements for the Merriam line of 
dictionaries in the trade and schools and 
in other outlets. As director of sales, he 
had unusual organization ability and an 
effectiveness and withal a friendliness and 
humaness that were unforgettable. Few 
publishers were more completely trusted and 
respected than Mr. Baker, and few could 
claim so countrywide an acquaintance in the 
retail trade. 


Mr. Dutton’s Will 


HE will of Edward Payson Dutton, 

founder of the house of E. P. Dutton 
& Co., who died on September 6, was filed 
for probate on October 5. 

John Macrae, treasurer, and Henry C. 
Smith, secretary of the publishing concern, 
are remembered in the will of the dis- 
tinguished nonagenarian. “That the value 
and stability of its stock may be safe- 
guarded and preserved,” the testament reads, 
“and to the end that the long devotion of 
my friend John Macrae to the building up 
of the business of E. P. Dutton & Co., I 
make the following provisions.”

Mr. Dutton provided that the income 
from the common stock in excess of 6 per 
cent of the par value shall be paid to Mr. 
Macrae and Mr. Smith, 60 per cent and 40 
per cent respectively, as compensation for 
their services as trustees. 

It is the expressed wish of Mr. Dutton 
that the two trustees continue the publishing 
house “as long as in their absolute discre- 
tion they may deem best.”

Rare Books, Autographs and Prints

“Pembroke Miscellany” which contains 
Johnson’s first published article, auto- 
graphed books from the great lexicog- 


rapher’s library, and autograph letters by 
him and Mrs. Thrale. Among the first edi- 
tions of Johnson are his “Dictionary” in 
two folio volumes and bound copies of “The 
Rambler.” 


Edgar Allan Poe’s “Politian,” promised 
some time ago by the Edgar Allan Poe 
Shrine at Richmond, Va., has made its 
appearance in a limited edition of 250 
copies which have already been sold. Only 
a part of the play was published during 
the poet’s lifetime. The unpublished por- 
tion of the manuscript is in the J. Pierpont 
Morgan library. Thru the courtesy of Mr. 
Morgan, the shrine has been enabled to 
publish the entire play for the first time. 
Thomas O. Mabbott, of Columbia Univer- 
sity, has edited the play and other Poe 
specialists in one way or another have con- 
tributed to the preparation of the notes 
which accompany the text. 


A new book that should make a strong 
appeal to collectors of angling books is 
“Angling in British Art,’ by W. Shaw 
Sparrow, with an introduction by H. T. 
Sherrigham. Hitherto no book on the pic- 
torial aspects of angling has been pub- 
lished. As this attractive and varied sub- 
ject seems to have been overlooked, the 
main aim in this book is to represent it as 
much as is possible in a single volume and 
to draw attention to the historic presence 
of angling in portraiture and landscape 
painting, in print collection, and in the 
illustration of Walton’s masterpiece. There 
is a special limited issue of 100 copies. The 
work is published by John Lane of London. 


Professor Rostovsteff, a famous Russian 
expert of classical antiquities, now a mem- 
ber of the Faculty of the University of 
Wisconsin, has found or thinks he has 
found in the Street of Abundance in 
Pompeii the underground library of a 
Homerist. The upper part of the walls of 
the subterranean portico, which ran around 
a garden, are decorated with a frieze some 
two hundred yards along, illustrating the 
story of the Iliad, probably of the Odyssey 
and the poems of the Homeric cycle. The 
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pictorial Iliad narrative is nearly all pre- 
served. Professor Rostovsteff is sure that 
the style of the frieze is “clearly copied 
from pictures in a Greek illuminated manu- 
script of the first century B. C. or A. D.” 
Fragmentary decorations of such scenes 
from miniatures were already known, but 
this is the first copy from an entire manu- 
script. 


The exhibition of the seven separate 
organizations connected with the Art Cen- 
ter, announced to take place several months 
ago, is now open to the public. Those con- 
tributing to the display are the American 
Institute of the Graphic Arts, the Pictorial 
Photographers of America, the Art Alli- 
ance of America, the New York Society 

Craftsmen, Society of Illustrators, the 
Art Directors Club, and the Stowaways. 
Among the exhibits of special interest to 
book lovers are “Printed Pictures and How 
They are Made,” a title given to the exhibit 
of the American Institute of Graphic Arts. 
This shows drawings and their reproduc- 
tions side by side, early half tone plates and 
line cuts, etchings and woodcuts. It is 
probably the most exhaustive display of 
plate making and engraving that has ever 
been seen in this city, covering the entire 
field from its beginning to the present day. 
Rough sketches, finished drawings, engrav- 
er’s proofs and finished full page magazine 
advertisements showing the ultimate use of 
commercial drawings are features in the ex- 
hibit of the art directors. The gallery con- 
taining the work of the illustrators has 
many examples of work by leading illus- 
trators. A feature of the show is a small 

group of originals done by Howard Pyle. 


First editions, autograph letters and 
original drawings of William M. Thack- 
eray, the property of R. K. Albright of Buf- 
falo, together with attractive additions from 
other libraries, will be sold at the Anderson 
Galleries on October 18. The unique mate- 
rial in the Thackeray collection includes an 
original signed manuscript, “The Syrens 
and their Mothers,” which has never been 
published, inserted in a first edition of 
“Lovel the Widower”; a series of seven 
apparently unpublished letters written to 
Miss Mary Holmes; the novelist’s “After 
the Ball’ letter with two pen and ink por- 
traits of himself; his English-Latin dic- 
tionary used while at school, with many 
signatures and original sketches; his Frois- 
sart with seven clever pencil sketches on 
the fly leaves; his copy of “The Guardian” 
with seventeen pencil drawings; and an- 
other copy of “Lovel the Widower,” a first
